National Legislation. 

Congress has yet done but little and all it has yet 
attempted is to undo what was dome at the last ses- 
sion. The Bankrupt Law was unfortunately con- 
sidered a party measure snd many public prints 
spoke of it as such and boasvd of it as one of the 
achievements of the ruling party at the last session. 

On the subject of the currency the public mind is 
quite unsettled, and those who once were strencous 
for a National Bank are now hesitating. The Sub- 
treasary plan of the last administration will not be 
fally adhered to, but something like it will be agreed 
on as soon as it is ascertained that the President's 
scheme is impracticable 

hefore this session closes we predict that Ex- 
chequer notes will be meaed to the amount of half 
the annual revenue, and that these will be usefu! as 
currency through the States. If Congress should 
never issue imore of these than the amount of one- 
half the annaal revenge of the uation, and should re- 
ceive them i all cases for debts due, they woald not 
be likely to sink below the value of specie ; and if 
they should, at certain times, pass at « small dis- 
count, they could not sink lower than bills of some 
of the banks. 

But would they pass at a discount when their 
character = well known’? Woald not most peeple 
deep quite a= quietly with thousands in bill on the 
Geverament of the Nation as they would with bills 
on any private bank whatever? The nation is as 
fairly bound to redeem its exchequer notes as it 1s to 
pay borrowed money ; and why should any Capi- 
talist or Merchant im Europe, who is willing to make 
loans to our national government, or whe formerly 
took the bills of the U. 8. Bank, hesitate to receive 
these bills also in payment. 

But fears are entertained that if Congress should 
commence a system of this kind there would pres- 
ently be no limit to the amount of Exchequer bills or 
Treasury notes. The answer to this objection is, 
if we cannot trast Members of Congress, who are 


chosen by the people once in two years, how can | 


we put confidence in bank officers who are not so 
chosen and who remain in office fur a long coarse of 
years’ 

Fifteen millions of paper issued by the govern- 
ment might circulate in every part of the Union and 
save the trouble and expense of transporting specie 
to thatamount. This paper might be equal to a- 
loan of $15,000,000 withoat interest, and the gov- 
eroment might thus save sboat one million anneally. 


Would not thie be preferable to any plan which | 


should enable a Corporation to make its million aa- 
naally, « great portion of which would be required 
to pay its officers?
